Asa licensed physictan he spent the first two 
years Of bis professional] life in Philadelphia at- 
tending the hospitals of that city. In 1826 he 
moved to Florence, Ala., where he practiced tis 
profession with distinguished ability until about 
the year 1890, when he removed to this city. Bis 
career here is known to most of our citizens. He 
bas stood at the top of his profession both as a 
tencher and practitioner of médicine. He has, 
for years, occupied the most important chairs in 
our medical colleges, and done a large practice 
im our most influential families. He has, em- 
phatically, stood at the bead and front of his 
profession, ana his opinions upon medical sub- 
jects have been tought far and near, and relied 
upon as the highest authority that could be ob- 
talned. 

Asa citizen and gentleman, Dr. Powell is all 
that could de wished.

Last nicht be and 
August Newman retired to their room about 
balf-past eight o’clock, and during the evening 
Hilmer seemed more than usually despondent, 
and threatened to Kill himself. He was talked to 


procuriég a pitcher of water. He had probably 
scarcely got down stairs when Hilmer aroie from 
his bed, procured his tazor,and cut his throat 
fiom ear to ear, inflicting a most terribie aud 
ghastly-looking wound. Both the jagular reins 
were cut, and, as Newman reached the foot of the 
stairs on his return with the water, he neard 
Amer fall heavily upon the floor. 

Hastening up siairs, Newman discovered the 
bloody deed that the unhappy man had consum- 
mated, and gave the alarm, but before any one 
reached the room Hilmer was dead. 

The body lay in a pool of blood where it had 
tallen, the shirt, which was all the clothing the 
deceased bad on, perfectly soaked with gore.

Hilmer served in the Papal army, and fought 
for the Pope in the Italian revolution. He wasa 
man of ine personal appearance, quite intelli- 
gent. and aside from his peculiar mania was 
quite genial.

He 
was born in Alexandria, Virginia, in the year 
12. Im early lite he graduated at Yale Coliege, 
and afterwards greduated at the Jefferson Schoo! 
of Medicine, in Philadelphia. He stood high as 
a literary scholar, and also took a distinguished 
rank as a student of medicine. He was twenty- 
one years of age when he finished his medical 
<ducation and went into the world to practice 
the profession he afterwards so much aderned. 

As a licensed physictad he spent the first two 
years Of hig professional life in Philadelphia at- 
nne In 1896 ne 
moved to Florence, Ala., where he precticed tis 
profession with — = ability until about 
the year 1890, when he removed to thiscity. His 
career here is known to most of our e He 

has stood at the top of his profession both ag a 
teacher and practitioner of médicine. He has, 
for years, occupied the most important chairs in 
our medical colleges, and done a large practice 
im our most influential families. He has, em- 
phatically, stood at tne head and front of his 
profession, ana his opinions upou medical sub- 
jects have been sought far and near, and relied 
upon as the highest authority that could be ob- 
tained. 

As @ citizen and gentleman, Dr. Powell is all 
thatcould be wished. He has ever been kind 
and generoustoa fault. A true type of the old 
Virginia gentleman, de is Icvod and esteemed 
by all who know him, He will go d to the 
grave in ripe old age, with honors thick upon 
him; and the memory of his good deeds will not 
goon pass from the living. The grave has not 
often closed over remains around which will 
cluster brighter and sweeter memories of an 
honest, frank, useful and true life. He will leave 
no enemies at hig departure from the world, but 
uncounted file and admirers will mourn his
